G.S.R. 821. — In exercise of the powers conferred by section 28 of the Indian 
Boilers Act, 1923 (5 of 1923), the Central Boilers Board hereby makes the follow- 
ing regulations further to amend the Indian Boiler Regulations, 1950, the same 
having been previously published as required by sub-section (1) of section 31 of 
the said Act, namely: — 

1. These Regulations may be called the Indian Boiler (Eleventh Amendment) 
Regulations, 1901. 

2. In the Indian Boiler Regulations, 1950. — - 

(1) for clause (a) of Regulation 113, the following clause shall be substituted, 
namely: — 

(a) The end plates of boilers shall preferably be in one piece made from 
one rolled plate. Alternatively, the end plates may be built up from 
two pieces by rivetting or by fusion butt-welding. In the latter case, 
the line o! weld shall be parallel to the horizontal axis of the boiler 
and the entire plate after flanging shall be subjected to stress reliev- 
ing and the weld shall be radio-graphed.” 

(ill for clause (a) of Regulation 117, the following clause shall be substituted, 
namely: — 

"(a) The dished end plates of boilers shall preferably be In one piece made 
from one-rolled plate, tf this is impracticable owing to the large 
diameter, the dished end plate may be made from two plates fusion 
butt welded together and in snch cases the requirements of stress 
relieving and radiographic examination as provided for in Regula- 
tion 113 shall apply and the line of weld shall be parallel to the 
horizontal axis of the boiler, 

The inside radius to which a plate is dished shall not be greater than the 
external diameter of the shell of which it is attached, except in the case of 
Lancashire and Cornish .boilers when the radius shall not exceed 1J times the dia- 
meter of the shell”,
